Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Waller US 5,800,539 is closest related prior art. Waller teaches a method of 
transplanting hematopoietic system reconstituting cells from a donor source into 
an allogeneic recipient comprising administering to the recipient, prior to the 
administration of the hematopoietic system reconstituting cells, an amount of 
mononuclear cells which are treat so as to render them incapable of proliferating 
and causing a lethal GVHD effect. The mononuclear cells are treated with 
cytotoxic chemotherapeutic drugs to render the cells incapable of proliferating 
and causing GVHD. The treated mononuclear cells are administered to the 
recipient at any time prior to the administration of the hematopoietic system 
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reconstituting cells. Any range of treatment, e.g., one to nine, two to eight, three 
to seven, one to two, one to three, zero to one, zero to two days, etc. are also 
provided. However, the prior art does not teach or suggest administering 
pentostatin to the transplant recipient directly to prevent or reduce the risk of 
developing GVHD.
